On the 
west side M'e have running from it tributaries 
of the North Thompson, in which gold has 
been lound, the Sluiswnp at Sbuswap 
lAko, Mission Creek emplyiri},' into f.iikc 
Okanagan and Rock Creek, where it has 
also been found— in tlie latter place indeed 
in large Jiuantitios. On the East side of the 
raifgb'we have the Columbia River with its 
tributaries. Prospecting parties of Arneri- 
oiins from 'Wiishinj^lon Territory, who have 
followed the slieiuu noiih of the lioiiiidnry 
line have loiiiul golil upon it in coiiiideriible 
(ptantities. We shall not trouble ourselves 
with tracini; the aui'iferous belt any further 
South;, \The,9uaptities .o^^ taken out of 
the Salmon River and dtbor diggings in 
■Washington Territory speaks, howe>-er, for 
its extension sculh ol our boundary lino and of 
the completion ol the chain between Cariboo 
and Ciilifirnia. ^Vhilt concerns us in tho 
matter is how wa may best avail ourselves 
of the (Toneral knowledge we possess of the 
auriferous features of the country. The as- 
toaisbing richness of the Cariboo gold fields 
are sufHcicnt te induce us to ivisli for ihcir 
e.ictcnsion. That this will take |>laco l(iwavd.>- 
the north is quite probable— llu' i'.\pi.'i ii!iieed 
minors now in Pcaeo River will do inuch for 
that this summer. Towards ihc south, h ivv- 
ever, most unaccountably, little seems lo be 
doin;; with the escoptioQ of the works on 
Rock Creelc. ' 

Now.it is most desirable that soma efTortr, 
shoiild be made lo alter this state of thina?- 
Home encouragement .should bo held ool lo 
noil to prospect tha country be'r.vccii liu- 
Columbia and the head waters of lioth 
branches of the 'i'lionipson. T!.o Government 
have oflcred a reward for the discovery of 
gold-fields in this Island, though, perhiips, 
nut as liberal as it might be, yet wo believu 
it has had some inflnenoe in inducing prospect- 
ing. Notwithstanding too the length of time, 
the Australian diggings have been worked, 
■wa perceive that there also it is thought e.x- 
pcdient to continno the bounty irvstom. By 
the last mail wc loarn that rewards to tlo- 
c.vleiit of .?I2,;'jOO havo lately been ofiured lor 
the discovery of gold fields lu the Burnett 
district, New South VVales. -It is a matter 
■ffortbyof consideratioh! vvhclUbr it would not 
le well to pursue a like course in British 
Columbia. It can do no harm, and might 
lead to great discoveries. It should be open 
to all parties. 15y eircuialing the oiler among 
the miners in Washington territory, a num- 
ber of thcra might be induced to proceed on 
prospecting e.xpeditiops up the Columbia, by 
way of Fort Golville. It is highly important 
to bear iu roind| (bat according as our gold 
mines extend to the Norib the less available 
will our wagon roads become for supplying 
them. Land carriage can never successfully 
compete with that by water, 'i'he coa.st 
routes will therelore almost moiiopolizo iho 
trade in foreign supplies. The centra! road, 
from the lower country, will then have to 
depend on local traffic for its supoort, unless 
tho mineral couptry,' south of Cariboo, be 
developed. Tho Government, therefore, 
should endeavour by every possible moans 
to cfleel this objecl, and secure, beyond the 
possibility of l-aiUirc, the return of tho monies 
expended in llio construction of tho gi'tiit | 
lino of road.i now in c..ur,,e of completion. 

REFORM IN THE LAW OP BRITISH 

COLUMBIA. 

It is ralhCi- strange that with all the advau- 
tB^es,of having a representative form of gov- 
ernment', this colony should be so far behind 
that of British Columbia in regard to tlin law 
regulating the admi.ssion of h^gal iiractieion- 
oi-s. The Hritisli Columbians h:ivo boon ac- 
cuslonifid to institnlc comparisons betwoen 
the niachiiiery by wliich they an; govi.rncd 
and that obtaining elsewhere, anything but 
ilatteting to the former; according to thorn, 
reform, so long as that state of things 
existSiWas an utter impossibility. With all the 
tyranny exercised over them, however, they 
^inahage to obtain reform sooner than we do. 
They have complaineil of the ndrninislration 
ofjustice, and doubtless not wiiliout good 
show of reason. Their complaint, i( not 
answered directly, is so inilireclly, and per- 
haps after a much better maiinci than they 
^vould suggest. The illiburul restrictions 
■which have hitherto hedgad in the legal pro- 
fessiou in Biitish Columbia are now, wo nio 
glad to say, in great pait removed. .Mem- 
bers of the bar from nearly every part of IIlt 
Mnjesly's dominions have now an opp irtuiiily 
of lullowing their profession in thai colony. 
Tlie ciielo of legal iidvoeales I'oiiig ei;- 
larged, wo may cx|iect to sec a corre.'noadii,'.; 
change iu. tiio administration of ju.4iiuc. 
Clients will not now bo restricted to making .1 
choice of ooiinsei from two or three imli 
■viduals, whether it may suit them or not. 
Itarristers will tiavi) now to depend for their 
success upon their morit. So the pnblii^ will 
bo bcnelitod. 

'I'he now cnnctinont is on the whole a great 
improvement upon tho law as it previously 
stood, tho main objection — the admission of 
a barrister from a British Colony upon any 
terms other than again studying in iSritisli 
Columbia — bciuj; now removed. P'or tins 
move in die right direction do.spuo of [irivnte 
iiillut-iicc brought 10 bear against il. Gover- 
nor Douglas deserves tho greatest iroilit. 
Though wc cannot liol[) rogroiling the men 
sure hus been so long delayed, it is better- 
late tliBD never. liowever, there is siill 
room foi improvement in the Act, db we un_ 



dctptnnd it. We cannot conceive what roa- 

.son there is for making the invidioas dis- 
licti.n between barristers from England, 
Il eland iir Scotland, and tho.sc (Vom the col- 
oiiii.-j Till) former are admitted without 
e.xaiiiiiiaiion as to their i]ualiricatiun, whilst 
the latter iirc unfairly liublo to undergo that 
humilhiiiori. This is an insult to ptofossional 
men of Ibc Ci.h)nies, which we,at^n|iqp;. 
ished His K.vc.'llericy ■shuuld permit ~tb 'go 
forth, and ono which ou^ht lo be at onca rc- 
■ ■aiVpA. 

If there is lo bo any p.xumination of stran- 
:crs applying fur admis;iion io the CoIoDy, 
l.<i it apply lo nil, whether they come from 
aome or fiom the colonies. A knowledge of 
jipiiiy, of the common law of Knghind, nml 
ueh of the slalutes ns apply to the coloniis 
1 general and these c.olanies in pan :oiii.ir; 
iLitthcr with an nc(|uaintaiic(! with our heal 
..■!iaotni"nls, inake up liic principal (piuliflca- 
lion rcfiuired of a legal piuctilioner prcfcnt- 
iiig himself lor praolice in these colonies. 
iVow in what respect is, we will say, a prac'.i- 
tioncr' in Courts of Sessions in Scotland, who 
is adtniticd without examination in British 
Cidiimbiu, superior to a Canadian barrister who 
uiav he subjccled lo this prol.'ation? Thu com- 
mon law nf ICngland, the greater portion of 
her slatiilL's, whioh are not merely local in 
their niiplication, her .system of equity, 
jurispiudonce, and w>tb little modification, 
the pructico of her chancery and law courts, 
all must bo known tiy the Canadian bar- 
rister, before ho can obtain his diploma. 
Whereas tho law and practioe ro(iuired to bi' 
known by a Seolli.-h advocate are (|nilu dil 
fori'iil. Scotland has retained as well her 
o'.vn law as hor o,vn religion; but there is, 
peiliajis a greater dillerenca between Scotch 
and English law than beiween Ihc Church 
of Knglnnd and Picsbytcrianisin. lleu', ilicn 
the injustioc 0!' makicg a barrister of a o.'ioiiy 
where Kngli-h law prevails submit to te 
e.\-ainined by men who know perliaps less 
than hiinseir, while an iidvooiito whose 
knowloilge is eoiilincd chielly to a ddfereiil 
system of law is admitted without quesiion, 
is at once perceived. 

With regard to the notice required lo begiven 
previous to admission, no fault can be found ; 
but we think special provision should have 
been made for dispensing with it in regard 
to those who are nuw in the colony, and have 
endeavored to l^- aduiiltt-d. Mr. Walkem, 
l\,r in.-tanee, made an application for the pur- 
l>oso se veral months ago. If be is required 
now to give two months notice, he will not 
be admilled until the business (d tlie season 
is over.
